We have just received the London World for May 19 
and 2], trom which we make the following selections. 
SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 

The annnal meeting of this Society was held at the city 
of London ‘Tavern, on Tuesday the 11th inst. At 6 o’cloc 
a very numerotis and highly respectable company sat down 
to breakfast, and from thence retired to the large room, ev- 
ery part of which was crowded to suffocation. G. Bennett, 
Esq. presided on the occasion. : : 

Solemn prayer having been offered up to Almighty God 
for his blessing upon the Tnstitution 

Mr. Lloyd, one of the Secretaries, read an abstract of the 
Report, which gave a sketch of the state of Sunday schools 
in France, Germany, Malta, New South W ales, Van Die- 
man’s Land, Cape of (iood Hope, the United States of 
America, Canada, Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, and the 
West Indies :— 

« Grants of books, &c., had been made to most of the 
above places, to the amount of 2371. Ox. 4d., and to various 
societies at home, to the amount of 177/. Is. 9d. The is- 
sues of books and school requisites during the year, at the 
depository, amounted to *69,841/. ‘The contwibutions to- 
wards the Sunday school mission during the year, amounted 
to 1831., of which Mr. Wileon’s friende had eontribated 63/. 
12a. The committee of the Youth's Magvaine had voted 
501. to the same object. The proceeds of the dipot h ad 
enabled the committee to place 263/. 5s. 91. to the benevo- 
lent fund. New socfeties had been established at Acrington, 
Laneaster, Preston, Wigan, Bolton, Rochdale, Northamp- 
ton, Camborne, Chelmstord, Isle of Thanet. The commit. 
tee had Leen employed during the year in the compilation 
of a new series of class bouks, adapted to the improved 
modes of instruction of the present period ; they had been 
much approved of. The subject of Bible classes had been 
brought before the public by the publication of an address 
from the committee, and ministers in various parts of the 
kingdom had formed them in their congregations. The re- 
port, likewise, earnestly called the attention of the fi iends 
of Sunday schools to the formation of day-schools, tn the 
rooms now anoccupied during the week, and expressed a 
hope, that the wish lately expressed by the Bishop of Win- 
chester, in a charge to his clergy, might be speedily realized, 
only with the addition of every congregation of evangelical 
Christians, as well as every church. * [ trust Tam not too 
sanguine in hoping that the time will come, when nochurch 

in the diocese, however sinall, will be opened for public 
worship, where a little class of Sunday scholars may not be 
found within its doors, forming, perhaps, not the least in- 
telligent, nor the least hopeful portion of the congregation.’ 
The attention of the public had been called to the commem- 
oration of the fifty years of the existence of Sunday schools 
in this country, by Montgomery the poet, and as the day of 
their first formation could not be exactly ascertained, it was 
suggested that Wednesday, Lith Sept. 1831, the birth day 
of the immortal Raikes, might be a suitable day. A’ very 
important nnd interesting part of the report, was that which 
detailed the operations and success of the Sanday school 
Mission. ‘The object of the mission was stated to he, the 
formation of Sunday schoo! Socicties in the principal towns 
in the kingdom, to increase the attendance at’ existing 
schools, and to establish schools where needed in the sur- 
ronnding villages. During the past year. their agent had 
formed societies at Lancaster, Preston, Wigan, Bolton, and 
Rochdale, which were in vigorous operation.  Depositories 
of books, Ke. had been opened at the above places, to be 
sold to the schools at reduced prices, and to assiat poor 
schools. Active canvasses of the several towns had beeu 
made to increase the attendance at the schools, in whieh 
the aid of benevolent females tad been called in, and their 
Jabors had proved very successful. At Lancaster and the 
vicinity, above 300 children had been sent to the schools. 
At Preston above 700, of which the chureh sehools had re- 
ceived about 300. At Wigan ne wly 1000 had been recom- 
mended, about 400 of which were sent to dre Church schools. 
At the latter place, as well as at others, some handreds of 
children were found who could not attend school for want 
of clothing. This had Jed to the necessity for the formation 
of Clothing Associations, by which above 700 children had 
received some articles of dress, and were thus enabled to 
attend school. Another important object of the mission 
was the improvement of existing schools in their modes of 
instruction. Mr. Wilson had met the teachers of the vari- 
ous schools in the different towns, and instructe:| them inthe 
modern improvements in teaching, and which lit been 
adopted in many schools with great success, he towns of 
Bury, Todmorden, and Lincoln, had likewise been visited, 
and at each of which there were openings for the formation 
of societies. During the two years of the operations of the 
mission, above 50 schools had been opened around the dif- 
ferent towns where societies had been formed, 
6000 children brought wader their influence. 
regretted the want of resources to employ more 
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ts of the kingdom, societies might he t ipidly multiplied, 
and schools formed in the thousands of vill wes tow desti- 
tute of these valuable institutions. "The coutiibutions to this 
object during the year had been small; aad the committee 
earnestly called upon the Christian public to come forward 
to encourage this undertaking.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOI, 
SOCIETY. 

The Forty-fourth Anniversary of this Lastitution was 
held on the 28th ult. at the London Coffee House, Ludgate- 
hall. 

The Marquis Cholmondeley having taken the Chair, ex- 
pressed his conviction of the importance of the Tnstitution, 
and the great solicitude he felt for the promotion of its in- 
terests. 

The Rev. Mr. Thomson read the report. 

* After expressing the gratitude of the Comuittee to Al- 
mighty God fur the success which bad attended their exer. 
tions, the report proceeds to state that, with a view to ren- 
der the elementary classes in Sunday-schools more exten. 
nively useful, the committee have adopted the class-books 
recently published by a kindred institution, whieh appear to 
them eminently calculated to secure attention, enlarge the 
understanding, and improve the youthful mind. 

“Te affords them the highest satisfaction to observe a 
manifest increase in the number of Scripture readere in 
Sunday-schools 5 and they cherish the most pleasing antie- 
ipations from the circumstance, that where the means of ac- 

ag an acquaintance with the art of reading and spelling 
are attainable during the week, the engagements of the 
teachers are now rendered as strictly ofa religious charac. 
ter as possible. 

« The general distribution of Sunday-schools, in’ refer- 
ence to sacred Seriptures, has imposed on the committee the 
necessity either of rendering very inadequate supplies, or of 
exceeding the income of the Society to such an extent as to 
endanger its existence. Urged, therefore, by the impera- 
tive claims of the young on the one hand, and feeling the 
deepest solicitude for the permanent usefulness of the In. 
stitution on the other, they addreased the Committee of the 
British aad Foreign Bible Socic ty in October hast, for per- 
mission to purchare Bibles and Testaments at a reduced 
price ; and they have to report with a promptuess of gen- 
erosity worthy that poble institution, a resolution was im- 
mediately passed to supply this Society with any number of 
Bibles and Testaments, at about half the cost price. ‘The 
Committee are thus enabled to afford an almodant tippy 
of the Scriptures to every school requiring assistance. :

LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

On Thursday, May 13th, the anniversary meeting of this 
Society was held at the Wesleyan Chapel, City-road. In 
consequence of the death of the late respec ted lorcign secre- 
tarv, the Rev. William Orme, the platform was covered 
with black cloth, which, connected with the tone given to 
the proceedings of the day, ia consequence of this painful 
event, infused into them a degree of melancholy pleasure 
that was never before experienced, W. A. Hankey, Esq, 
the Treasurer, in the chair. 

The Chairman said, that he had received several moni- 
tions, recommending as much conciseness as possible in the 
addresses of the speakers. The meeting was of course 
aware, that he possessed no dictatorial authority upon such 
a matter as this, his duty was fully performed when he had 
given notice of the communications le had received. 
far as himself was concerned, he would enleavour to keep 
it in mind. Mer, Pankey then proceeded to biy the state of 
the funds before the meeting. Tle remarked, that what he 
had just said, about liniting the length of the addresses, 
would induce him to sturly conciseness in laying a sbttewent 
f the finances before the meeting. They would be fully
